ROGERS IS ARRESTED;

Daughter of Victim Did Not 
Know of Accident Until

Mrs. McIntosh had been to the home 
of her son, J. C. McIntosh, who lives on 
Rawson street. She was returning to 
20 Park street, the residence of her 
daughter, Mrs, R. J. Ingram, with whom

Mcintosh had reached the 
edge of the sidewalk on the left-hand 
side of the street, across from where 
the three cars were running. They no- 
ticed her first then. 

All three stated that Mrs. McIntosh 
crossed the street almost to the car 
ahead of the one in which they were 
riding, and then let car No. 1 pass. 
Rogers and his passengers stated that 
they thought she would let them pass, 
but just as the front of the car came 
near her she stepped forward, they say, 
and was struck down. 

The biow threw Mrs. McIntosh sev- 
eral. feet, breaking all the ribs on the 
right side of her body, breaking her 
arm in several places and also injuring 
her right foot. 

Rogers stopped his machine, and, 
getting out, rushed to the aged woman. 
She was dying then and just as a crowd 
which had gathered started to place 
her in the machine to take her to the 

nearest hospital she died.

When the general appropriations bill 
was taken up in the house in the ex- 
tra session the bill presented was just 
as it had been finally passed in the 
regular session. It was passed. and 
sent to the senate in that form, but 
when that body, through its appropria- 
tions committee, began consideration 
of the measure, it took the bill, pre- 
pared by the house appropriations com- 
mittee and recommended for passage 
before the cuts were made. The house 
committee’s original bill was adopted 
substantially as a whole by the senate. 

In the regular session the one con- 
spicuous increase made in the house 
was an addition to the common school 
appropriation, which was raised to $2,- 
650,000, an increase of $60,000. 

Increases School Fund. 

The senate, in the regular session, 
cut off the addition, but in passing the 
bill last week, by a vote of 24 to 14, 
the senate not only accepted the house 
figures of the regular session, but in- 
creased the appropriation to $2,700,000, 
thus “putting it up to the house.” Ask- 
ed about the probable disposition in 
respect to that appropriation last night, 
Mr. Dorris said: 

am pretty sure it is going to be 
cut, too. It will likely be put back 
just where the house left it before. 
That is my disposition. Of course, it 
is the desire of every member of the 
legislature to do everything possible 
for the common schools, and for all 
other schbols, but what is there con- 
sistent about keeping on appropriating 
more money than we can pay. The 
state can’t pay the teachers what it 
owes them now, and with the proposi- 
tion confronting us of spending far 
more money than the state is going to 
have in revenue, it wouldn’t be right 
to keep on increasing; promising to 
pay more money than we vty have, 
and running the state further in debt.

After Quarrel at Place of 
Business With E. S. Autr 


ASSAILANT ARRESTED; 
CLAIMS SELF-DEFENSE 


Reports at Grady Hospital 


ed for His Pocket and E. S. 
Autrey Started Shooting. 


R. A. Barrow, 37-year-old druggist, 
proprietor of the Magnolia Pharmacy, 
corner of Decatur and Daniel streets, 
living at 461 Edgewood avenue, was 
shot and fatally wounded at his place 
of business by E. S. Autrey, a ma- 
chinist, of 6 Howell street, Sunday aft- 
ernoon shortly after 5 o’clock.. After 
an operation had been performed in 
an effort to save his life he died at 
Grady hospital just a few minutes be- 
fore midnight. 0 

Four shots from a large caliber re- 
volver in the hands of Autrey took 
effect in Barrow’s body, two in the 
right side, one in the left side apd one 
in. the left leg. 

Autrey was arrested at his home 
following the shooting by Call Officers 
Lon Evans and Boland Haslett. He 
was taken to police headquarters and 
charged with “disorderly conduct.” 

According to Grady hospital re- 
ports, the shooting grew out of some 
trouble between the two men Sunday 
morning. It was stated there that 
Sunday morning Barrow and Autrey 
had had a difficulty, @uring which the 
former had drawn 4 revolver on the 
latter and insulted him. 

Then Shooting Starts. 

It was stated that Autrey had left 
the Magnolia pharmacy following the 
trouble and did not reappear until a 
few minutes prior to the shooting,

Barrow, the hospital authorities 
were told, stated that he would not 
take back what he had said about Aut-

rey is then reported to have drawn his 
revolyer and backed into the street, 
from where he fired the four shots at 
the druggist. 

A reporter for The Constitution at- 
tempted to interview Autrey at police 
headquarters, but he refused to make 
any statement or to discuss the affair, 
stating that it would all come up be- 
fore the judge and that he had noth- 
ing to say until he should be arraign- 
ed in court. 

Call Officer Haslett.stated to the re- 
porter that Autrey had told him that 
he had shot in self-defense. 

The call officers stated that they had 
received the call to the corner of De- 
catur and Daniel streets Shortly be- 
fore 5 o’clock. When they arrived on 
the scene Barrow was being placed in 
the ambulance. Autrey had disap- 
peared. f 

Going to the Autrey home they found 
the man awaiting them and ready to 
accompany them to the station house.

SHADED PORTION HELD BY TEUTONS AND BULGARS. 


Owing to the rapid advance of the Teutons from the north and northwest and of the Bulgarians from the north 
and northeast, vainly opposed by the Serbians, most of Serbia, both old Serbia, as it was constituted before the first 
and second Balkan wars, and new Serbia, as it was enlarged at the expense of Turkey, is now held by the invading 
enemy. The main Serbian army, under General Putnik, which has been operating in the north, has been encom- 
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passed on every side but one and, being cut off from the south by the. Bulgarian advance beyond Tetovo, must de 
pend upon the rough roads through Montenegro and Albania for any supplies from the sea. In the south the Ser- 
bian position is almost ag bad. The success of the Bulgarians’ flanking attack on Babuna pass and their advance 


from Veles have prevented the hoped for junction of the Serbian and French forces 
two lines of retreat, one into Albania, where they may be harassed by unfriendly tribes, 
Greek border, where they were in danger of being disarmed and interned.

John Wahlquist, superintendent for 
Mr. Archbold, notified Chief Bowles 
today that the bundle had been found. 
The dynamite, wire and caps were 
wrapped in dark yellow paper. Bowles 
said it was arranged so the slightest 
impact would explode the dynamite.

As National Plank for 1916: | 


William Jennings Bryan, former sec- 
retary of state, declared himself as op- 
posed to national prohibition being a 
plank in the democratic party’s plat- 
form in the presidential elections of 
1916, in his address last night at the 
Baptist .Tabernacle, where 3,000 pro- 
hibitionists of Georgia had gathered in 
a jubilee over their recent victories in 
the state assembly. 

Thomas B. Felder, one of the prohi 
leaders, in his introduction of the Ne- 


braskan, referred to a recent press dis- 


patch from Washington to the effect 
that the democratic leaders did not wish 
prohibition as a national plank in 1916, 
but preferred to wait until 1920. 

Mr. Felder indicated that Mr. Bryan 
would come out with reasons that 
would demonstrate prohibition should 
be in the national platform in 1916. 

Offers te Resign Place, See 

At the close of Mr, Felder’s introdue- 
tion, the “Commoner” explained that he 
had come to speak to the “prohibition 
celebration” under a misapprehension. 
He said that he thought. he was to talk 
on prohibition in general. 

“If my views on this subject are not 
in accord with yours and those views 
held by the Mistinguished gentleman 
who has urged me to insist upon pro- 
hibition being a plank in the democratic 
platform in 1916,” said Mr. Bryan, 1 
will resign my place upon the program 
tonight and allow others to fill my 
place.” . 

“Go on! Go on! Bryan!” came from 
the audience. 

Mr. Bryan proceeded: : 

“The question of prohibition being in 
the 1916 democratic national platform 
is one upon which men may differ.

ALLIES ARE RESOLVED 
TO END THE UNCERTAINTY 


Greece Must Either Join the 
Entente and Fulfill Her 
Treaty Obligations to Ser- 

bia or She Must Demob- 

ilize Her Army—Decision 

Expected in Few Hours. 


London, November 21.—The entente 
allies have demanded that Greece either 
join with them and fulfill her treaty 
obligations to Serbia or demobilize, 
and to impress King Constantine that 
they mean what they say the allies 
have declared a commercial blockade 
of the Hellenic empire, according te 
Athens dispatches. 

There is no confirmation of these 
statements here, but it is certain that 
Lord Kitchener, the British war secre- 
tary, Who had an hour’s audience with 
the king of Greece yesterday, and aft- 
erwards saw Premier Skouloudis, took 
a firm stand.

COMMERCIAL BLOCKADE 
DECLARED ON GREECE. 

Paris, November 21.—Havas’ Athens 
correspondent confirms a report that 
the entente powers have declared a 
commercial blockade on Greece. An 
announcement issued by the British 
legation at Athens is given as follows: 

“Because of the attitude taken by 
the Hellenic government in regard to 
certain questions touching closely the 
security and liberty of action to which 
the allied troops have the right under 
the conditions of their disembarkment 
on Greek territory, the allied powers 
have deemed it necessary to take cer- 
tain measures which will have the ef- 
fect of suspending the economic and 
commercial facilities which Greece has 
received from them heretofore. 

„It is not the intention of the allied 
powers to constrain Greece to abandon 
her neutrality, to maintain which, in 
their eyes, is the best guaranty of her 
interests. The allied governments 
have been somewhat disturbed by cer- 
tain allusions to eventual measures 
which if taken by the Hellenic gov- 
ernment would appear to them to be 
contradictory to assurances they have 
received, a 

“As soon as their doubts on that sub- 
jJect—due, no doubt, to a misunder- 
standing—have been dispelled, the 
powers will be happy to remove the 
obstacles now opposed to the afrival 
of merchandise in Greece and to e- 
cord any facilities which result from 
normal relations.”

SEEN BY KITCHENER. 
Paris, November 21.—Authentic in- 


formation is lacking concerning yes-. 


terday’s interview between King Con- 
stantine of Greece and Earl Kitchener, 
the British war secretary. Havas Ath- 
ens correspondent says Earl Kitchener 
conversed for an hour with the king 
and then went to the British legation 
for a luncheon, to which Premier 
Skouloudis, General Yanakitsas, minis- 
ter of war; Admiral Countouriotis, 
minister of marine, and General Dou- 
smanis, chief of the Greek general 
tsaff, had been invited, as well as the 
ministers of the entente powers. Gen- 
eral Dousmanis attended the iuncheon, | 
but the premier and the ministers of 
war and marine sent their regrets on 
the ground that they were indisposed. 

After the luncheon Earl Kitchener 
visited the premier, with whom he 
conversed for some time. On leaving 
he was cheered by a crowd.

“After Premier Skouloudis called on 
Lord Kitchener, the British secretary 
for war, at the British legation yes- 
terday, the field marshal had a two- 
hours’ conference with General Dous- 
manis, chief of the Greek general staff, 
and Colonel Metaxas, chief assistant on 
the general staff, at which the officers 
accompanying Lord Kitchener were 
present.

Czartorysk Again Held by 
Russians, Who Let the 
Germans Enter Simply to 
Shell Them Out Next Day. 


London, November 21..—-The Russians 
are regaining ground lost along the 
Styr river last week. Czartorysk, a 
little village unknown before the war 
and which became famous for bitter 
fighting around it, again is in posses- 
sion of the Russians, who evidently let 
the Germans enter simply to shell them 
out the next day. 

The German attack, which met with 
initial success, was doomed to final 
failure, as the country around is a 
great marsh, and in the opinion of 
Petrograd the offensive was taken for 
political, not military, purposes, with 
the object of impressing the Ru- 
manians.

And if America wants ‘prepared- 
ness’ let's cut out liquor traffic in 
this country—cut out an undermining 
influence that wrecks men. Then we 
will have men of strength and char- 
acter whose bodies in case of war 
will furnish a wall of fire around the 
borders of our great country. This 
war in Europe has thrown a ghastly 
light on the use of alcoholic drink.“ 

He concluded his speech by saying 
that at the close of the present Eu- 
ropean war he expected to see a “great 
world-waging war against the great- 
est evil—alcoholism.”

Dr. White held up the 
hand of Governor Harris and called 
out that this was the hand that had 
signed Georgia’s three great prohibi- 
tion measures.

Of the two measures proposed planning 
for the re-leasing of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad, the property of the state, 
one of which has been passed by the senate 
and the other by the house, the principle of 
the house bill is unquestionably the stronger 
and gives greater promise of substantial re- 
sults in the operation of the machinery pro- 
vided. 

Any action the legislature may take on 
this subject must be carefully considered 
with a view to the ultimate validity of any 
contract or agreement which may be en- 
tered upon. There is unquestioned legal 
danger in the proposal to appoint upon the 
re-leasing commission members of the legisla- 
ture, where the expenditure of an appropria- 
tion for compensation and expenses is in- 
There is, of course, no question 
that legislative members would give the 
state good and able service; but where 
doubtful validity reaches almost to practical 
certainty; and again, in view of the fact 
that there might be some slip in the nego- 
tiations which would carry the matter over 
‘to another legislature, it is very much better 
to constitute the commission on the princi- 
ple proposed in the house measure. 

The house bill, in its important details, 
provides for a commission consisting of the 
governor, the chairman of the railroad com- 
mission and one citizen to be named by these 
two, who shall be given plenary power to in- 
vestigate, negotiate and sign, in the name of 
the state, a new lease contract under such 
terms and for such period as shall seem 
best to them. 

This gets the matter down to a better 
business basis than any of the other meas- 
ures yet suggested. In constituting a per- 
manent commission with which no change 
of legislative sessions can interfere, and giv- 
ing it full power to act in the name of the 
state, the legislature will plan as wisely as 
that which turned over to a committee of 
citizens a million dollars and told it to build

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INDORSED BY FLINN 
‘IN SERMON SUNDAY

OF GOOD REVIVAL 


The recall campaign being waged in At- 
lanta, and the principles on which the present 


| fight is being made, received strong indorse- 


ment Sunday night in a sermon at the North 
Avenue Presbyterian church by Dr. Richard 
Orme Flinn, in which the minister appealed 
to his hearers to take sides in the present 
situation in Atlanta, and not to stand silently 
by in such a time of emergency. 

“At a time like this silence means con- 


sent,” declared Dr. Flinn. “We should rebuke 


those who rebuke cleanliness and purity, and 
we should encourage those who stand for 
righteousness and uplift. We should stand 
for decency, morality and justice in civic life 
as well as in other affairs. Loyalty to God 
demands that we put God first.” 

Dr. Flinn’s remarks on “the present situ- 
ation ,in Atlanta,” as he termed it, were 
made without any personal reference what- 
ever. He named no man who has figured in 
the recall campaign or the circumstances 
leading up to it, but he miade perfectly clear 
that his words were aimed directly at “the 
present situation.” ‘The subject of his ser- 
mon was “A Disturber of Tranquility—Who 
Is to Blame?’ Outlining the situation in 
ancient Israel in the reign of Ahab, he de- 
scribed the controversy between Ahab and 
Elijah, in which each accused the other of 
disturbing Israel’s tranquility. He drew 
from this incident an analogy to.the situa- 
tion in Atlanta by saying that the same con- 
troversy is taking place today between those 
who uphold evil and those who agitate evil 
for the purpose of suppressing it, each accus- 
ing the other of being the one who is dis- 
utrbing the tranquility of the city. 

“Ahab, in his argument to the people 
against Elijah,” said Dr. Flinn, “called him 
a disordant factor and a disturbing element 
in the life of Israel. He doubtless said of 
Elijah. ‘He is out of harmony with the spirit 
of the age; he is out of touch with his con- 
temporaries; he is too narrow-minded and 
censorious and fanatical to be a censor of 
our day, and, therefore, he must be sup- 
pressed.’ 

“These are exactly the same arguments,” 
continued Dr. Flinn, “that are made against 
reformers today and against those who stand 
for uplift. They are common charges against 
such as are zealous for righteousness, any- 
where, any time. Reformers have never been 
popular, and they are always charged with 
disturbing the tranquility of their city or 
their country, when, in fact, the real dis- 
turbers are those who encourage the existing 
evils and prevent the reformers from driving 
out the evils.” 


SWORD MUST BE

The Holland Letter 


There are two parties, so to speak, both 
of whom speak with enthusiasm about the 
copper industry—one looking at it from the 
point of view of the speculative market, 
which is thought to be discounting in fine 
manner the future of this industry, while 


the other party discusses the industry it- 


self, not paying particular heed to the mar- 
ket quotations for the security. What ap- 
pears particularly to stimulate enthusiasm 
with those who look upon copper as an in- 
dustry and not a stock market feature is 
its relation to the steel industry and the 
remarkable manner in which copper as an 
American output and the market for it are 
approaching the figures that tell of the 
magnitude of the steel industry. 

Those who are familiar with the situa- 
tion say that the recent large development 
of American copper mives is not to be 
wholly attributed to demands occasioned by 
the European war. These demands are very 
heavy, but there are some domestic under- 
takings of magnitude now under way which 
occasion an increased demand for copper. 
George Westinghouse used to say that when 
the development of electrical energy had 
been perfected copper would command a 
place in the list of American industries not 
far behind the steel industry. 

In the far west, unusual demands for 
copper have been made, and the demand will 
continue. This is especially true of the St. 
Paul Railroad company, which expects 
within a year to have electrified four hun- 
dred and fifty miles of its track, having, in 
fact, already electrified about one-half of 
that amount. The prevailing opinion is that 
the St. Paul’s successful demonstration of 
the capacity of electric energy_to meet any 
demand for train transportation, freight or 
passenger, will inevitably be followed by the 
beginnings of the electrification of the Great 
Northern. * , 

Then, too; some public-service undertak- 
ings of a magnitude not realized in the east 
are under way which involve the country 
west of the Rocky mountain slope. For in- 
stance, capital has been found in large 
amounts for utilizing water power so as to 
convert it into electric energy to furnish 
light and power for some of the larger 
communities. of Utah, Colorado and Nevada. 
So, also, in some of the southern states much 
progress has been made in the capture of 
Waeter-power energy and the convergion of 
it into electric energy which may be carried 
with economy over long distances and fill a 
large demand for copper. 

The Three Great Forces, 

The three individual forces now promi- 
nently identified with the industry who rep- 
resent powerful groups of capital and are 
themselves numbered among these men of 
capital are Dr. James Douglas, who identi- 
fies the Phelps-Dodge interest both in the 
copper industry and with their supple- 
mentry transportation industry; D. C. Jack- 
ling, whose achievements, not only in the 
copper industry, but in other fields of large 
endeavor, now cause him to be numbered 
among the leading industrial forces of the 
United States, his name identifying, in a 
general way, the Guggenheim interests, and 
John D. Ryan, whom many esteem the leader 
of them all, and who is presumed to be 
identified with the so-called Standard Oil 
interests. These three are masters of vari- 
ous phases of the industry-scientific, finan- 
cial, transportation and the markets. 

Dr. Douglas—who is now ill, although, 
happily, convalescing—possesses another 
quality of the kind which distinguishes 
James J. Hill. He is a master hand in the 
preparation and delivery vf addresses. No 
monograph has ever been.written that so 
concisely and yet completely tells the history 
of the transcontinental railroads as the one 
Dr. Douglas prepared and delivered to the 
American Institute of Mining Engineers at 
the San Francisco meeting in 1899. He also, 
in an address delivered before the Stevens 
Engineering society four years ago, com- 
pacted into some thirty pages not a dry com- 
pendium with weary statistics, but instead 
a very interesting and yet popular story of 
the development of the railroads of America 
and their control by the state. 

Mr. Jackling has been, perhaps, too busy 
a man to have the time to prepare addresses. 
His thoughts have been expressed in deeds 
exclusively. Some of those who are familiar 
with his achievements speak of them as 
illustrating the highest development. of 
science and of economies in the mining in- 
dustry. So successful have his endeavors of 
this kind proved to be that he has had the 
compliment of imitation by some of those 
who were in the copper industry when he 
was an instructor in a technical institute in 
Missouri. He has shown science, labor- 
saving apparatus and the expenditure of 
large sums in ah expedient way have com- 
bined greatly to reduce the cost of mining 
copper ore. , 

Master of Copper Industry. 

Mr. Ryan is distinguished for his com- 
plete mastery of every phase of the copper 
industry and for his brilliant achievements 
in un ey of the financing phases of that 
industry. He is understood to have as com- 
plete a knowledge of the industry even from 
the days when in New Jersey and Connecti- 
cut copper was mined in a crude manner up 
to the day of its present development as did 
the late Jolin Stanton, whose knowledge of 
the industry was regarded as encyclopedic. 

These are the three men who, with oth- 
ers perhaps a little less prominent, dominate 
the copper industry of the United States. 
They are the men who are looked upon as

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“(GOVERNOR HARRIS FILLS PULPIT = 
|| AT BAPTIST TABERNACLE SUNDAY; 
__ GREAT AUDIENCE HEARS ADDRESS. 


Nat E. Harris, governor af Georgia, deliv- 
ered a forceful address on “Christ,” the Light 
of the World,” at the Baptist Tabernacle Sun- 
day morning. The big church was crowded 
even to the balcony, the occasion. being “Sun- 
day School Rally day,” in which the church 
joined\in to hear the governor 1 

After the address practically the entire 
congregation came up to shake hands with 
Governor Harris and congratulate him upon 
his address. 

The governor was congratulated by many 
upon having signed the prohibition bill of 
Georgia, and many referred to him as “the 
south’s preaching governor.” 

His text was taken from the Scripture 
of St. John, which speaks of Christ as being 
the “Spirit, the light and the love.” 8 

Guard Spark, Urges Harris. 

The governor urged that what little spark 
of light is left to guide humanity be guarded 
zealously. He urged that Christians keep 
their faces to the light and illustrated by 
stating that the man with his face from the 
sun gazes upon only his own shadow. 

That light, which is faith, Governor Har- 
ris described graphically by telling of an in- 
cident in his life where an agnostic was con- 
verted by a poem written by a skeptic. 

J Was recently in east Tennessee,” said 
Governor Harris, beginning his realistic il- 
lustration of the “light of the world.” 

“While there I met an old schoolmate. I 
had known him when 14 years old, and we 
went to school together. He had grown up, 
gone to the war, come back and was now 
gray-haired and older than I myself. 

Didn’t Like His Preaching. 


“I inquired about his welfare. He told 
me he had just lost his place as surveyor of 
the county. I asked him why it was, and he 
said the people, he supposed, didn’t like his 
preaching. When I asked him for an expla- 
nation, he said that he was an agnostic; he 
didn’t believe in the Bible, and didn’t hesitate 
to teil everybody just what he thought of it. 

“He said he was spending the latter years 
of his life talking to preachers and showing 
them the absurdity of their religion. 

“While I was deprecating his profession a 
Presbyterian minister, who was a doctor of 
divinity, came up. My schoolmate knew him 
and introduced me, and the doctor was told 
that my classmate was an infidel. 

“We got into a fierce discussion—the doc- 
tor of divinity and the doctor of laws—with 
the infidel. Both used all the ingenuity we 
could to meet the arguments of the agnostic. 
But it was a new proceeding to me, and I 
think it was to the doctor of divinity. We 
had not been used to arguing in defense of 
Christianity. 1

nied his facts and challenged his authority.

FIRST PRESBYTERIANS PLANNING 
FOR SERVICES IN NEW CHURCH 


“The Spirit is called the ‘Holy Spirit,’ 
not because He is more holy than the Father 
or the Son, but for very much the game rea- 
son that an artificer in gold is called a gold- 
smith, or one who builds with stone is called 
a stonemason,” said Dr. J. S. Lyons yester- 
day morning in preaching upon the Holy 
Spirit at the First Presbyterian church. “He 
is a builder of holiness into the character of 
a believer. 

In general terms, the relation of the 
three persons of the Godhead to the individ- 
ual believer may be stated as follows: The 
Father places and purposes salvation; the 
Son provides it, while the Spirit applies it. 
If one may distinguish between these ex- 
pressions of this divine power in salvation. 
it would appear that there is a relationship 
of the utmost significance with each person 
of the Godhead, but that which relates to the 
Spirit is stressed and emphasized in a unique 
manner. He ‘dwells’ within us, ‘abides’ with 
us, ‘fills’ us, ‘anoints’ us with His presence, 
and ‘seals’ us with His grace.“ 

Dr. Lyons deplored some of the extreme 
views held about tha Holy Spirit, as one who 


comes at the time of conversion, then is 
driven away by the unworthiness of the be- 
liever and must be wooed back again. 

He said “The Spirit is not fickle; is not 
like a petulant.woman who, when a husband 
may betray a weakness, packs her trunk 
and goes back home; but He is more like 
the loving wife who stays in the hour of 
domestic trial, and suffers, and toils, and 
prays, and finally triumphs.”

Fitgerald Sees President. 

Representative Fitzgerald, chairman 
appropriations commit- 
tee, held a long conference with the 
president tonight and urged him to in- 
clude in the message an outline of 
methods considered best for raising 
revenues for national defense. 

Mr. Fitzgerald wishes the president 
to indicate generally how he thinks 
the needled money can be raised and 
it is congidered probable that this will 
be done.
